ROY UNGER IS 
CONVICTED OF 
MANSLAUGHTER 


IN F A T A L I T Y 


In a verdict read shortly before 
5 o’clock Tuesday evening in Adams 
county court, Roy Unger, 36, was 
convicted of manslaughter in the 
! death of S. M artin McCauslin, 75, 
! near Aspers, victim of the only fatal 
traffic accident in this county so 
i far this year. 
McCauslin was 
killed instantly 
when the car In which he rode with 
Unger at the wheel struck four 
guard pasts and the north end of 
the west concrete bridge wall at 
Marsh creek on the Emmitsburg 
road, late on the afternoon of Sun­ 
day, January 8. 


I 
Trial of the Unger case had begun 
about IO o’clock Tuesday morning 
in court here. The taking of testi­ 
mony was completed about mid­ 
afternoon and the case was placed 
in the jury’s hands for deliberation 
at 4:15 o’clock. Forty minutes later 
the verdict was read, bringing to an 
end the January quarter session of 
criminal court here. 
Unger likely will be sentenced on 
Saturday. After hearing the verdict 
read he was re-committed to the 
county jail by Sheriff B. W. Spence 
who had sat by his side in the court 
room throughout the afternoon. 
Defendant Blamed Steering Gear 
Commonwealth witnesses had tes­ 
tified that Unger was intoxicated an 
hour before the crash occurred, that 
his car had zig-zagged along the 
highway for several miles before 
crashing into the bridge wall and 
that Unger had accelerated his car 
to a speed of more than 50 miles 
an hour as he neared the bridge 
and veered into the concrete wall. 
Unger, his wife and other de­ 
fense witnesses contradicted much 
of the state’s evidence. 
Unger de­ 
nied he was drunk, stating that he 
had consumed only one glass of 
sweet cider at noon on the day Mc­ 
Causlin died. 
He said the weaving 
course his car followed was due to 
a steering gear defect that he had 
sought to have corrected at three 
garages and that the car had been 
swung against the bridge wall when 
McCauslin roused from a nap and 
grabbed the steering wheel. 
The prosecutor was Corporal J. G. 
Warren, of the state motor police, 
wffio investigated the accident. Edgar 
K. Markley, Esq., was the defense 
attorney. 
On Tuesday afternoon District 
Attorney John P. Butt, with the per­ 
mission of the court, dropped a 
larceny charge against Annie Car­ 
ter Moser, Gettysburg negress who 
had been charged with the theft of 
a diamond by Mrs. Agnes Miller, 
Carlisle street. The case was drop­ 
ped for lack of sufficient evidence to 
win a conviction.
